Straw Horicslioei. 


Straw Is put to strange uses In Ja- 


pan. Most of the horses are shod with 
straw. 
Even the clumsiest of cart 


horses wear straw shoes. 
In their 


case the shoes are tied around the 
ankles with str-aw rope and are made 
of the ordinary rice straw, braided so 
that they form a sole for the foot about 
half an Inch thick. These soles cost 
about a half penny per i,alr, and when 
they are worn out they are thrown 
away. Every cart has a stock of fresh 
new shoes tied to the horse or to the 
front of the cart, and In Japan it was 
formerly the custom to measure dis- 
tance largely by the number of horse- 
shoes it took to cover the distance. So 
many horseshoes made a day's Jour- 
ney, and the average shoe lasted for 
about eight miles of travel.

When a review is taken ot ths polit- 


ical situation in the east and middle 
west tbsre is no cam* (or despondency 
by the friends ot Bryan. Eutbusiasm 
is a barometer to the public mind wben 
principles have taken bold upon it 
wbieb takes tbe character of issues to 
be determined in a campaign. Oon- 
tiuued eutbasiasm, wben issaet m- 
cludti a change of policy or a substitu- 
tion of principles for tbose acted upon 
by a party in power, indicates the flow 
ot public sentiment upon tbe issues 
presented tbat include tbe cbaoge. 


Tbere are within the issues presented 


In tbe campaign prinsiplss wfeioh the 
people will h»ve to pass upon by de- 
claring In favor of a change or by re- 
jecting it. No auob radical innoyation 
bus been made since tbe beginning of 
tbe government as was made by tbe 
Republican party wben imperialism 
was substituted for a constitutional 
form of government ia United States 
territories. TUB cause of tbe change 
was a determined purpoae that bud 
taken boid npon tbose engaged in 
commercial pursuits to override tbe 
declaration and sons'itation to secure 
fields for investment of capital is 
trade tbat wonld seeare large rstnrui 
to the advantage of tboie engaged in 
commercial enterprises in these terri- 
tories. 


Control of government in time was 


eecured by commercial men and then* 
representing largely the monied in- 
terests of the oonntry, wbc did not 
hesitate to eubetilsu* a monarohial 
commercial system for tbe United 
Ststsj system of government. 
Tbe 


monarobial system ef government was 
received from tbose over tbe water 
who were under a monarobial or im- 
perial system engaged In like pur- 
suits. 


Tbe Republican party reesived tbe 


imperial commercial system and placed 
it subject to its fostering care and
